had acizcil during her cruise six aealcrs, 
and overlniiileil titteeu more, and has 
•J, 470 .seal skins iilioard. .She has eight 
Vancouver Island Iinliaiis aboard, who 
were lost during fogs ami gales from 
their vessels and got aaliore Ht Oiina- 
laska. Free passage will bo given tbem 
to Victoria. 

"The most dangcrotis weapons we 
saw," writes the lieutenant, " wero a 
bottle of brandy ami a bo.x of cigars, 
leveled at lis by that caiitaili who would 
never allow a United .Stales revenue 
ollieiu- to come aboard bis ship.

RECIl'lWCITY. 

There are very few in any part of 
Canada who do not look with favor 
on reciprocity in trade with the 

United .States. Coniiiuucial union, 
■wliich a few enthusiasts advocated so 
atrongly a little wliile ago, is not, 
properly speaking, reciprocity. It is 
fusion or annexation as far as commerce 
is concerned. Its establishment would 
require Canada to give up its coiumer- 
oial independence ami place in a foreign 
State the power of taxing Caiiatliaiis. 
It is not sni-prising that it was generally 
' rejected by the people of tlie Dominion. 
But reciprocal interchange of commodi- 
ties, is a very differcut thing. There 
are many of the products of the United 
States which can be imported free into 
Canada without doing the slightest in- 
jury to liny of its iiidiislries, and the 
people of the United .States want many 
ihings which CanuduiiLS produce. Why 
ahould not siich commodities he freely 
intorcluiliged? "No good reason can be 
given for laying high rales of duty on 
tliom on either side ot the line. The 
reciprocity trebly nf l.s.'il worked with 
advaiil.ige to both couiiti irs. lllu-iie- 
titled ( 'anada and it was of <M[ual, if not 
greater, beuetit to tiie United States. 
Tliis is now frankly admitted by en- 
lightened and liberal-minded United 
States citizens, and they would like to 
see reciprocity of a similar kind re-estab- 
lished between the Dominion and the 
United Stiitea. The .Spriiiglield Repub- 
lican favors reciprocity with Canada 
iin l asks, "Wliy should we abandon 
old and I ried methods for a kind of in- 
ternal rt.'veuiie and high protection tiiisl 
with Ciiiiada." it apiieais, too, that 
there are many in the Dominion gen- 
erally anppo.sed to regai'd reciprocity 
with the United Slates with disfavor, 
who are rcody to meet the Americans 
113 socm lis any practical scheme is pro- 
jiosed, more than half «ay. The .Mon- 
treal (ia/.etle, which is in the coiiliileiii;e 
of the ( ioveriimciit, is evidently in fav. 
or of uloicr comnierciiil relations w ith 
the United Stales than thuse which now 
exist. Alluding to tho fecliiig in favor 
of a feasible achuiuo of rcoiproaity which 
ia showing itself iinioii^ our American 
neiglihoi's it says, 

"The leaven is clearly working aimmg 
our neiglibors, Time and u uloarer |ier- 
ccptioii of tlio truth Imvo roniovod the 
lust remnant of the projtidico wliich 
caused the abrogation of tho treaty of 
1854 lis a rctollutloii uiran Canada for 
her wrongly 'assumed sympathy \vitli 
tho South in tho civil war. To neither 
conntiy is recipnicity an essoiitial of 
prosperity, hut to both it would be an 
aid and advantage, more (^specially if 
the treaty i iirlii.

The Toronto Ulobe encourages Hrit- 
isli Columbia sealers to make war upon 
the United States. It says: "The 
Hush is an insigiiiticant little ooncerii. 
Half a dozen armed aealers acting in 
cnnibinatioii against her might easily 
hoard her, capture her, bring her 
crew into port and deiiiaiul their trial 
for piracy." This is the wild talk not 
of a man but of a r.i8h and unreflecting 
hoy. A man of the least intelligence 
knows that the commander of the Rush 
hears the coiiiiiiission of the government 
of the United .Stales, and any violence 
otTered to him would bo regarded as an 
insult to tho nation whose servant ho is. 
The commander of that cruiser is obey 
ing his orders. It is not for 
him to ask whether the claim 
which he is ordered to assert is 
sound or unsound, teiialile or untenable. 
Nd one with a particle of conunon 
sense regards him and tho men whom he 
commands as pirates. His net is tho 
act of the Ciovornment of the United 
States. If piracy is coiiiniittcd, it is the 
ooveriimeiit whose orders he obeys that 
is llie ]iirate. And even if the Kiisli 
were captured, it would bo very dif- 
lieult to apprehend President Harrison 
mid hia Cabinet for being aece.s.sories be- 
lore the fact. The (I lobe's advice is 
■iii;[)ly iiiisrhievoiis noiiseiisi'. It the 
. i^.alers would he so foolish as to actus 
it advises, tr.ey would get themselves 
into trouble. The ISrilish Government 
would be obliged either to dis- 
avow their act or to nnike 
il its own, and to continue the 
war which the sealers had begun It is 
not likely that they would take the lat- 
ler coiif.se. If the Hritiah (Joveriiinent 
considered that force ia necessary to re- 
sist the claim of the United States to 
exclusive jurisdiction wer the waters ol 
IJehriiig's .Sea, il has its sliijis in these 
waters, and could send them there at 
iiiy time. That it docs not do so ia 
proof that il believes that tho diirioulty 
can be settled without resorting to vio- 
lence. And after all, it must be ad- 
mitted that the members of the British 
llovenimeiit are better judges of the 
course which il is right to take in the 
premises than thu British Columbia 
sealers, or even the hot-headed scribe of 
the Uloliu. 

The thoughtful British Columbian 
who feels indignant at the apparent ap- 
athy of the aiilhorities in London .sees 
lliat for the .sealers to lake the .seltle- 
ineiit of the liehriiig's .Sea dillieiilly in 
tlieir own hands would jjrobably lead to 
trouble compared with which the an- 
noyance and the loss connected with the 
oiitrugea of the Rush would be utterly 
insigiiilicant. .\ssiinie that the fool- 
hardy lawless course advised by the To- 
r iiito ( ilobe led to war, which it cer- 
tainly would if it were not promptly 
disavowed by the Hritish Ooverninent, 
what would be the result to Britiah.Co- 
lumbia 1 The first effect would be that 
iia inhabitants would be cut oil' from iii- 
terconrse with the United States. What 
would that mean to the citizens of Vic- 
toria and the other towns of the pro- 
vince? But the Globe's mischievous 
suggestion is so utterly absurd that 
tliere is, we are sure, no one in the pro- 
vince foolish enough to think of adopt- 
ing it. Bill what are we to think of the 
party orgiiii which in a matter of such 
i.nportaiice oilers advice which il 
would bo rank dialuyalty and utter iiiad- 
iit3SS to follow ?

lowed to be sold. To show how general 
disease of one kind or another is In cat- 
tle when tukon to tho slaughter-houses, 
wo quote from the article the following 
paragraph: . , 

"As regards the result of examina- 
tion, according to the Jewish method, 
the most rcoeiit returiia show that, dur- 
period of six niontliB, of i:t,llli 
oxen shiughlei ed in London, only li.SITI! 
l ei c passed us coining up to the atlmis- 
ihle standard; and, taking tlio average 
of the last live half-years, 40 per cent, 
f the oxen, 29 per cent, of tlie calvea 
nd ])or cent, of the sheep were re- 
jected,' 

It is a fact wliich others than medical 
men have observed that very few of the 

,leu'iali race die of consumption. Is 
this owing to the groat care taken in 
the selection and prepariitiiin of the 
(lesh to be used as I'ooil This exemp- 
tion from a disease so coinmmi and .so 
fatal among Christians of every race is 
commented upon in the article. It is 
also shown that Jews are more hardy 
and longer-lived than i he uieii of any 
other race. .Statistics are produced lo 
show this. " In I'liissia," Dr. liclirciiil 
aiiya, "the latest statistics show that 
the mean duration of Jewish life aver- 
ages live years more thiin that of the 
general population, and olliciai returns 
from Algeria give 1 Jewish death in 
lll.S, as compariMl with 1 in "Jl 
aiiiiuig others." Dr. Miiyer states 
"that ill Frankfort .'il \i.-y cent of ,)ews 
attain their oOtli year and .'kS per cent, 
of Clirisliuna; anil the TOtli year of life 
by "27 pi-r cent, of the foi nicr and by l.'i 
pi'i- cnit. of the latter." To what is 
this greater li-iiacily to life in llie .lew- 
ish race at Irilnit able I:, il to the sani- 
tary provisions of their law ': 

Tho conclusion which the reviewer ar- 
rives at is that all butcher's nient offered 
for sale shoiihl be carefully insiiecled, 
even any ot il which shows the least 
siu'iis of disi^asc should he coiiliscateil 
and destroyed forthwith. "'riie 
Consensus of scieiililic opiiiiim," he 
aays, "in this and every other cciuntiy 
has fully established the dangers of such 
practices and has foriiiiilateil thu con 
elusion that meat from tiiluMciilous cat- 
tle should be absolutely withdrawn from 
the food supply.

Ifow they contracted the 
aalady is lo them a niyslei-y. The ]ia- 
,ci- before us presents a soliilioii of that 
jystery. Dr. Itelirend lioMs that 
iitchers' meat frciiuently conveys the 
virus of tuberculosis into the human 
ystom. He »!iow8 that a great many 
f the animals that aru killed for food 
ire, to a greater or less extent, tuber- 
iiloiis, and he believes that the liaiasilic 
'ig.iiiisiii which proiliices ami i-xteiuls 
he tubercle is not destroyed by the 
unouut of heat necessary to cook an 
inderdone steak. It has been further 
iroved thai the bacillus, as t he iiarasite 
-I called by the leiiriieil, in cattle, is 
Jciiti,-al with the bacillus which .iocs 
In dread work in the liuiiian organism. 
I he gastric juice is not sullieienlly pow- 
rful to kill this bacillus. Tubercle ia, 
herefore, according to him and other 
iniiiuiit ]iliysicians, coimiiiinicablu to 
he hiiinaii Hystein tliroiigh the iiieiit of 
liseased animals taken as food. 

The reviewer shows that a very large 
.iroportion of llie uiiinials killed for 
ood are tuberculous, Dr. Carpenter 
.tales that an inspector in tho Metro- 
inlitui meat market declares, upon 
lath, that SI) per cent, of the meat sent 
.lie London market had tubercular dis- 
■use. The ( dasgow lienild, which de- 
voted special attention to the subject, 
laserts that the markets ot that qity are 
being flooded with tiiborculoua cattle 
;or coiisiiiiiplioii US food. Dr. Kieliter 
dated rei^enlly, at a meeting of tho Her.
